Sheriff Trell’s Deputies Will Begin to 
Levy on Delinquents. 


Beginnning to-morrow morning a force 
of Deputy Sheriffs will begin to levy on the 


property of citizens who are delinquent with 
their personal taxes. The levys will be 
thade „regardless of widow’s tears or 
Women's pleadings and nothing will be ex- 
empt. A special effort will be made to 
force young unmarried men to pay up, and 
everything belonging to them that is found 
lying around loose will be seized. 

This is the first wholesale levy that has 
been made on delinquents for three — 
and Collector Ziegenhein expects to brin 
in thousands of dollars that would other- 
Wise be lost to the city.

of levy in each case. 

He notified Sheriff Troll Saturday that 
this was unnecessary and that his general 
order was sufficient.

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HIS ACCOMPLICES UNKNOWN 


Is Is Now Thought That the Robber 


Did Not Confine His Thefts to 
Boston and Vicinity. 


1 to The Post-Dispatch, ö 
“ne ‘YORK, Nov. 16.—It is believed tha 


Burglar Barrett, whose romantic life and 
daring crimes have caused such à sensa- 
tion, has an immense quantity of valuable 
plunder concealed in this city. Acting on 
this belief the police of Boston have sent 


York authorities, they are making a search 
of the storage warehouses and safety deposit 
vaults. The search ts being confined main- 
ly to the warehouses in Forty-second street, 
for it is in that nelghborhood the police be- 
lieve they will find any stolen goods that he 
may have shipped here. They say his fear of 
discovery prevented his going about the 
city, and from this they argue that he 
would only have patronized storage ware+ 
houses close to his house in West Pifty- 
eighth street, or in easy reach from the 


Grand Central Depot. 

The booty discovered in Boston, and which 
was formerly in storage in this city, is 
found to be part of the proceeds of fifty 
burglaries committed in the last ten years 
in the vicinity Boston. In some cases only 
a fork is left out of hundreds of dollars 
worth of goods taken. It is owing to this 
that the * — believe much of the plunder 
ean be found stored in this city. 

At first it was thought that Barrett con- 
fined his robberies to the vicinity of Boston, 
but the police now think that he may have 
operated in all parts of the country and 
shipped the stolen goods here for conceal- 
ment. They are led to this belief by the 
identification by Mr. and Mrs. Victor M. 
Sarchon of this „ property stolen 
from their house in 1887. Mrs. Barrett, who 
is in this city, has written to a friend in 
Boston denouncing Chaffey for the way in 
which he treated her husband. 

Mrs. Barrett says that while Chaffey got 
possession of all her property and that 
of her husband, he did not spend a cent 
out of his own pocket in any of the ex- 
penses of the trial. She says that she ad- 
vanced all the money for lawyers, and has 
received nothing from Chaffey, though he 
secured thousands of dollars’ worth of 
goods from her. Chaffey obtained this prop- 
erty and was enabled to sell it by an 
agreement signed May 21, 1894, in Boston. 

Barrett's method of robbery is puzzling 
the police just now. It was thought at 
first that he had no accomplices, and that 
to this fact he owed his long immunity 
from arrest. In the last few days facts have 
come to light which lead them to think 
otherwise. Robberies which he is known 
to have committed were of such a nature 
that more than one man must have taken 
part in them. Other investigations lead to 
the belief that in many cities Barrett was 
assisted by servants in the houses which he 
selected for robbery. Whether or not Chaf- 
fey was his assistant is not Known, but it 
is believed he took part in some of the 
burglaries. 

Mrs. Barrett was formerly a horseback 
rider with Forepaugh’s Circus, and it was 
while leading this life that Barrett met her 
and did everything in his power to make her 
happy. He was devoted to his boy, who 
is now about 14 years old. The child was 
given a pony and used to accompany his 
mother on her rides in the park. He was 
educated by a private tutor and sent to 
fashionable dancing schools near his home. 
He was a handsome boy and was admired 
by those who knew him. 

Barrett was an Englishman and came to 
this country twenty years ago. What he 
had been before that no one can say, but 
it is certain that not long after his arrival 
he became a burglar. The robberies in and 
around Boston of which he was the perpe- 
trator extend over a period of nineteen 
years, ending in May, 18%. How during all 
these years he managed to cajole his wife 
into the belief that he was a man of busi- 
ness and that, although he lived here, 
most of his time must be nt in Boston, 
is beyond comprehension. ut that he ac- 
complished it is assured. 

The woman, who was janitress of the 
Dunham during all the time the Barrette 
lived there. told a reporter that up to the 
day of Barrett's arrest, his wife was un- 
Suspecting. She hadsyconfidence in him, and 
never questioned any of his statements to 
her. According to the janitress, Barrett 
was very jealous of his wife, loving her 
devotedly. the occasion of his night 
visits to the house he would frequently ask 
the janitress about his wife’s goings ane 
comings, and the character of those who 
called on her. He was careful to learn 
whether she had male callers. ; 

The janitress noticed that Mrs. Barrett 
Was careful to avoid giving her husband 
cause for suspicion. She had a German 
maid who had been with her from the time 
of her marriage, and she seldom went out 
unless the maid accompanied her. She 
never went to a theater or other place of 
recreation without her as a companion.

A MISUSED FRANK, 


Congressman Jehnson Tells How His 
Stamp Got in Other Hands. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 16.—When asked 
about the Washington dispatch about the 
misuse of his frank, Congressman John- 
son said: “Of course some one may have 


stolen my stamp, or may have had one 
made, or my clerk may have let some one 
use it. A stamp only costs B cents. While 
I am not a member of the present Con- 
gress, my frank is good until Congress 
meets.

Story of the Men Saved From the 
Wreck by the Niagara. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Among the pas- 
sengers arriving per Ward line steamer 
Santiago from Cienfuegos, Santiago: and 
Nassau to-day were Capt. Coombs, mate 


and five seamen of the American bark Wm. 
Hales, which was sunk at sea November 8, 
in collision with the Ward line steamer r 
Niagara and five of the crew of the British 
schooner Ocean Lily, which was lost on 
Hog Styrrelf, near Castle Island, on Octo- 
ber A, Capt. Ferguson and his crew of thir- 
teen men who were returning to Scotland. 
They sailed from Glasgow in charge of the

After arrival in Cuba the gunboat was de- 
livered to the Spanish authorities and the 
crew discharged. 

Capt. Coombs of the American bark Wil- 
liam Hales says he sailed from Havana 
Oct. 7 for Philadelphia with a cargo of old 
iron. On the morning of Nov. 8, in a very 
heavy fog, he was run down by the Ward 
line steamer Niagara, which was bound 
from New York for Nassau and the south 
side of Cuba, and sank in four minutes. 

Capt. Coombs and several of his 2 
and himself came up and were rescued by 
the boat from the steamer.” Four of the 
crew climbed on board of the steamer. 
Five who were below went down with the 
bark. Those lost were the second mate, 
Coleman, Barnes, the steward and the three 
seamen, Frank Nevis, the other two un- 
known.

This unique vehicle was described in the 
Post-Dispatch some months ago, but at 
that time the vehicle was in an experiment- 
al stage, and the ideas of the young in- 
ventor had not been fully worked out, Now 
the electric carriage is fully equipped and is 
an unqualified success. 

So many wonderful things have been ac- 
complished through the agency of the elec. 
tric fluid that people profess no surprise 
when they read that a new use has been 
found for it, but when the carriage went 
spinning merrily along the West End boule- 
yards Saturday at a rate often reaching a» 
high as 15 miles per hour, all who saw 
the unusual spectacle of a carriage mov- 
ing along without any - pparent motive 
power, stared with genuine astonishment. 

It is now two years since Perry Lewis, 
who is not yet 21 years old, conceived the 
idea of constructing an électric carriage. 
At that time he had never heard of any 
similar contrivance, but being of an invent- 
ive turn, with plenty of means and energy, 
he set about demonstrating that his ideas 
were practical. After two years’ experi-

MR. ObNEY IS EXCLUSIVE. 


Has Little to Say and Says It Through 
His Secretary. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16,—The 
State Department under Secretary Olney is 
becoming more exclusive every day. The 
Secretary of State is invisible to the repre- 


sentatives of the press, and has establishe 

a method of giving out news which is — 
tually censorship. He requires every ques- 
tion or inquiry for information to be either 
written out*or carried to him by his secre- 
tary, and he replies that he does not care 
to answer this question, or that he has no 
information in regard to that inquiry. When 
the questions are submitted in writing he 

merely adds on the margin his reply, and 
having thug answered it is impossible to get 
official information in regard to the sub- 
ject. When anything comes to the depart- 
ment favorable to “the vigorous foreign 
policy of the Administration,” a neatly 
typewritten copy, couched in the most ful. 
some praise of the Administration is liber- | 
ally given out to the press, with the explan- 
ation that it will be printed verbat m. 

Ever since Mr. Olney has held an officia] 
position under this Administration he has 
considered himself sacred from the eyes 
of the public as well as the representatives 
of the press, but never has he carried ex- 
clusiveness so far as of late in the State 
Department. There are other Cabinet of- 
ficials who seem to delight in following 
Mr. Olney’s example, including, recently. 
Secretary Carlisle. In the good old times 
when Charles Foster was Secretary every- 
thing was open and there was no mystery 
in regard to the Treasury statements or 
to the Treasury's actions. Col. Lamont 
holds the record as private secretary to 
the President of being the only man in years 
to make the White House popular.

The inhabitants around Kharput are in a 
state of great distress from hunger. 

From Guaran i th the RAs of Sivas, 
where the Kurds hav 4. 
Armenians, it is replied the that all the Arme- 
nians have been massacred. 

In the district of Mardin, where there +: 
a large Christian population of Chaldean 
and Syrians, a number of villages have 
been burned to the ground; the people are 
destitute and suffering from sickness due 
to exposure and hunger. 

This outbreak indicates that a systematic 
campaign is directed from Tan Kiosk 
against all Christians, and not against Ar- 
menian Christians in particular. 

At Sivas and elsewhere the Turks have 
claimed that the Armenians were the ag- 
gressors and that the former simply de- 
fended themselves when attacked. The 
weakness of this plea can be judged from 
the fact that during the recent massacre 
at Sivas 800 Armenians were killed and 
only ten. Turks met death. 

The r@port that four Jesuit priests under 
French protection had been murdered at 
Malaties turns out to be untrue. 

The police here continue making unex- 
plained arrests, and net @ day passes with- 
out revolutionary posters being placarded 
on the walls or distributed on the streets. 
It is currently stated that #0 Softas (Turk- 
ish thedlogical students) have recently 
been arrested 

The scene of this massacre is far inland 
and beyond the reach of a man-of-war, 
which would be obliged to pass the Dar- 
danelles and enter the Black Sea to ap- 
proach even the neighboring coast. There is 
reason to believe that Mr. Terrell, in ad- 
dition to strongly insisting to the Porte 
upon the protection of the Americans there, 
has urged them to Come to the coast where 
they can be more readily assisted by the 
American mer-of-war now off the Syrian 
coast. 

As the reports indicate that the mis- 
sionaries themselves have escaped the mas- 
sacre unharmed, it is probable that the 
amends required of the Turkish Government 
by the United States will be confined to a 
demand for payment on account of the prop- 
erty destroyed 

It was at this very point—Harpoot—that 
the State Department sought to establish a 
Consulate, in which purpose it has been de- 
feated so far by the refusal of the Turkish 
Government to iesue an exequatur to Mr. 
Hunter, sent there from the department as 
the first consul. It was from an apprehen- 
sion of trouble on the Syrian coast that the 
United States steamship Marblehead was 
stationed there recently. 

Alexandretta is peopled by about 2,500 per- 
sons, Mine a | Greek or Christians, and 
lies on wit gulf of.the same name at the 
extreme northern end ef the Syrian coast. 

Admiral yt e notified the Navy De- 
partment by o to-day from Marseilles 
that he had sailed with his flagship, the San 
Francisco, for this very place, but about five 
days will be consumed in the voyage.

IMPERFECT COAST DEFENSES. 


Gen. Craighill’s Report on the Needs 
of the Country. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16—In his 
annual report, Gen. Craighill, Chief of 
Engineers, says that since tne date of the 
last report the board has prepared projects 
for the artillery defense of Philadelphia, 
Key West, San Diego, the mouth of the 
Columbia River, Galveston and Puget 
Sound. Gen. Craighill attaches much im- 
portance to the defense of forts by sub- 
marine mines, supplementing the artillery 
defense. With the small funds in hand he 
has completed twenty-five casemates for 
the defense of the Atlantic coast, and San 
Francisco, and is about to undertake the 
construction of one at Galveston. He sub- 
mits estimates of $50,000 for additional case 
mates and $50,000 for the purchase of sub- 
marine mines and appliances. The General 
states that the appropriation for the pres- 
ervation and repair of fortifications is en- 
tirely inadequate, and suggests an increase. 
As the appropriation of $150,000 for the ac- 
quisition of sites for sea coast defenses was 
entirely exhausted at Narragansett Bay, 
Baltimore and Charleston, he requests an 
additional appropriation of $250,000 for the 
procurement of other sites.

But whose money is 
circulated and who reaps the greater 
profits, the city or the gamblers?

“COUNCIL AND HOUSE 


The Amendment to the Southern Elec- 
tric Ordinaace Reconsidered. 


The amendment to the bill authorizing 
the Southern Electric Railway Co. to extend 
its tracks, which was recently adopted by 
the Council, Was reconsidered Friday night. 


Mr. Ferriss, who 999 against the amend- 
ment, discovered a flaw in it obvious that 
there was no difficulty in seding it back to 
the Committeé on lroade.
